Foreign Office said today a study 
of Messages from two missing

•to turn up a single clue as to their 
present whereabouts. 


Said William Ridsdale, head of

"If all our theories about their 


disappearance were laid end to 
end, they would take up a lot of 
space." 


Donald MacLean, 38, head of the 


American department of the For- 
eign Office, and Guy Francis De 
Money Burgess, 40, until recently 
a second secretary of the British 
•mbassy in Washington, dropped 
out of sight two weeks ago. They 
are being hunted by British secre 
•gents and police over all western 
Europe.

Congress Deliver*

WASHINGTON, June 8 Iff) —Con- 


gress has given its final approval 
to a bill extending the draft law 
four more years and breaking 
ground for this nation's first uni- 
versal military training program 


President Truman is expected to 


sign the measure into law without 
delay. The present draft law will 
expire July 9. 
The House approved the bill yes 


terday, 
339 to 41. A compromise 


measure worked out between the 
two chambers, it won Senate accep- 
tance by voice vote a week ago. 


The long - debated legislation 


lowers the minimum draft age 
from 19 to 18%; extends the per- 
iod of draftee service to 24 months; 
reduces physical and mental stan- 
dards for inductees, and puts a five 
million ceiling on the over - al 
strength of the armed forces until 
July 31, 1954.

TOKYO, June 8 (AP)—Allied guns 
thundered down on Chorwon today 
and threatened Kumwha from the 
brink of central Korea's Pyong- 
gang Valley. 


Chinese Communists o p e n e d 


flood gates and employed a power- 
ful new type of anti-tank gun in 
efforts to halt the relentless ap- 
proach of United Nations ground 
forces. 


Chorwon and Kumhwa are tn- 


tries to the Reds' build-up and sup- 
ply area and center of a vital road 
network. 


The area, known as the "iron 


triangle", was blanketed with frag- 
mentation bombs last night by 23 
U.N. bombers. They used radar 
technique. The Far East Air Forc- 
es said nine million bomb frag- 
ments splattered over the triangle 
in "one of the heaviest operations 
of its kind". 


Ther* are signs the Reds are

U.N. officers 
said the shift indicates the Reds 
are moving toward Wonsan, «as'

allel.

Reports Trip

Secretary Hits Talk 
Of Stalemate; Laud* 
Counter Offensive 


TOKYO, June 8 (fi — U.S. Seo- 


retary of Defense Georg* C. Marsh- 
all arrived tonight ifter a surpris* 
visit to the Korean war zone and 
said the Allied troops arc "in won- 
derful shape", 


Marshall, on his first visit since 


the Korean fighting began, said th« 
purpose of his visit was "purely 
military". 


"I came over to se* the Eighth 


Army," Marshall toid newsmen «t 
suburban Haneda airport, "and 
they are in wonderful shape. They 
couldn't be better." 


Marshall said he had brought no 


new directives on tht conduct ot 
the war and added that his visit 
had no connection whatsoever with 
current peac* negotiation discus- 
sions. 


He was accompanied to Korea 


by General Matthew B. Ridgway, 
supreme commander of United Na- 
tions forces. He said that while in 
Korea h* visited the First Corps 
and the First Cavalry Division and 
met all the foreign commanders. 


H* said he does not know how 


long h* will remain m the Far 
East, but that it will be a short 
stay. 


Marshall told newsmen th* last 


time he was in Korea was 37 years 
ago. Then h* inspected battle- 
grounds of the Russo - Japanese 
war, part of which also was fought 
along the Yalu River. 


Marshall and Ridgway conferred 


for almost six hours with Lieuten- 
ant General James A. Van Fleet, 
United Nations field commander, 
at Eighth Army headquarters in 
Korea. 


Befor* visiting Van Fleet. Marsh- 


all flew to a division headquarter* 
on the western front where dough- 
boys battled to crack the Chines* 
Reds' "iron triangle". 


It was Marshall's first visit to 


the Far East since 1946, when h« 


government (on the question of 
purchasing arms) will furnish 
positive results".

Hopes Mount For Cures 
Germ Theory Spurs War 
On Rheumatic Diseases 


ATLANTIC CITY, June S (AP)—New hope was hsid out today for 


ultimate discovery of ways to prevent and cure such diseases as 
rheumatoid arthritis and rheumatic fever. 


It stemmed from announcement of a new concept o£ the cause of 


the diseases announced by four Washington researchers—Dr. Thomas 
McPherson Brown and three as- 
sociates of the George Washing- 
ton University School of Medi- 
cine and Mt. Alto Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital. 


They reported evidence which 


they said suggests the possibility 
that the whole class of "rheu- 
matic diseases" — probably the 
major cause of chronic illness in 
America today—may be due to an 
unusual type of microbe, called 
an "L Organism" 


This concept, they 
declared, 


may alter sharply the current 
concept that such diseases are 
primarily due to a deficiency of 
some substance produced in the 
body tissue. 


And they said the theory of- 


fers an explanation of why the 
drugs A C T H and Cortisone, 


which have shown promise in the 
control of certain rheumatic ills, 
produce temporary relief and, 
therefore, must be administered 
regularly. 


If further research establishes 


that a specific germ is involved 
in rheumatic disease, they said, 
the way then would be open to 
possible direct attack with drugs 
for the prevention of a full- 
blown attack or the overcoming 
of established symptoms. 


Already, they reported, certain 


of the "antibiotic" drugs—terra- 
mucin, aureomicin and chlormy- 
cetin—have shown promising ef- 
fects. 
But they added that on 


the basis of the new concept 
more effective weapons possibly 
may be found.

election of Don R. Gosney of Columbiana as 
chairman of the Democratic 
party's central 


committee in the county. 


He was chosen over Glenn B Roberts of East 


Liverpool, an extremely steadfast party seivant 
and an able man in politics. 


The choice should have been easy—East Liv- 


prpool has riot only the largest single batch of 
rotes in the county, but is under n Democratic 
administration, testifying to the ability of Mr. 
Roberts on his home grounds. 
Gosney's home 


town of Columbiana hasn't put across a Demo- 
cratic mayor since back in- Roosevelt's days. 


ft is Gosney, however, who wins the job, and 


probably a seat on the Election Board, leaving 
the East. LiverpooI-Wellsville area high and dry 
»o far as representation on the board is con- 
cerned. 


With politics as large a factor as it is today 


in everyone's affairs, the bottom rung of the 
political ladder i.« n poor place for a community 
to find itself. 


The Voice of America is an agen- 


cy employed by the government 
of the United States to inform the 
world about this country. 


The measure of its effectiveness 


can only be the increased evi- 
dences of friendship for this coun- 
try in various parts of the world. 
If we win friends, the Voice of 
America is of value. Otherwise, it 
is a wasted expenditure. 


In a word, the yardstick for this 


agency, as for any other, can only 
be the degree of success with 
which it achieves its 
designated 


task. 


Dean Acheson fought for four ; 


hours to keep the Senate commit- 
tee from making public an instruc- 
tion, dated Dec. 23, 1949, lest it 
be discovered that whal. the Voice 
of America and other 'public infor- 
mation officers of the L'nited States 
said was untrue when they said it 


The gist of his argument was 


that this document in the hands of 
Soviet Russia would give that coun- 
try an opportunity to conduct a 
propaganda to show that the Voice 
of America spoke falsely. 


THE RUSSELL committee, cor- 


rectly, by a vote of 15 to 9, made 
the document public. It was an In- 
struction to lie. Acheson accepted 
responsibility for it. 


Generals MacAithur, Marshall, 


Bradley, Collins, Vandenberg, Ad- 
miral Sherman and Acheson him- 
self have testified in such language 
as to. establish without the possi- 
bility of doubt that what Acheson 
wrote in his instruction of Dec. 23, 
1949, concerning Formosa was tin- 
true then, is untrue now, and has 
never been the policy of the Uni- 
ted States. 


Acheson himself has stated: 
"Throughout that period (that is, 


from October, 1948, to June 25, 
1950) there'was one policy, and one 
policy only, which was adopted by 
the government. This policy was 
recommended unanimously to the 
President of the United States by 
all the departments concerned, and 
was approved by him. 


"That polity was as follows — 


first of all, it was understood and 
agreed that Formosa had strategic 
importance so far as the United 
States waa concerned. 


"The second point was that stra- 


tegic importance related to keep- 
ing Formosa out of the hands of a 
power which would be hostile to 
the United States, and did not con- 
cern occupying or using Formosa 
by the United States." 


In his instruction to the informa- 


tion 
officers, Acheson says that 


Formosa 
"politically, 
geograph- 


ically and strategically is part of 
China in no way expecially distin- 
guished or important". 
He told 


them to use their material to 
"counter 
the false impressions" 


that "its loss would seriously dam- 
age the interests of either the Uni- 
ted States pr of other countries op- 
posing 
communism". 
Again 
he 


said: "Formosa has no special mil- 
itary significance." 


Naturally, it is a serious matter 


to be caught telling officers of our 
country to say what is not true. 
It becomes more serious as a war 
developed out of the confusion of 
our policy in Asia. 


THE TOTAL number of the in- 


struction issued was 45(5 copies. In 
Tokyo, this leaked, almost immed- 
iately, to the United Press corres- 
pondent, Earnest Hoberecht, and 
its contents were published correct- 
ly in American newspapers. 


Although the Voice of America 


speaks 
only outside 
the United 


States, the New York Herald Tri- 
bune, on Dec. 29, 1949, said that 
the joint chiefs of staff and Ache- 
son had a r g u e d 
successfully 


against American defense of For- 
mosa on the grounds that the is- 
land was not vital to United States 
security, that Chiang's Nationalists 
could not be trusted to use Ameri- 
can aid. 


We now know from 
Generals 


MacArthur, Marshal!, Bradley, Col- 
lins, etc., and from Acheson him- 
self that this was not the Ameri- 
can view. What found its way into 
the American press, of which this 
is an example, was Acheson's in- 
structions to the Voice of America. 


On Jan. 5, 1950, President Tvu- 


man announced that the United 
States would take no action, direct 
or indirect, to help Chiang hold 
Formosa Compare that with Ache- 
son's testimony quoted above. Tru- 
man's statement was made to con- 
tradict proposals made by Herbert 
Hoover and Robert A Taft on .Ian. 
2 in support of Formosa. 


In his Jan. 5 statement, Truman 


said what could not have been true 
at any time, namely that, 


"The resources on Formosa are 


adequate to enaHe them to obtain 
the items which they might con- 
sider necessary for the defense of 
the island." 


The evidence now publicly avail- 


able disproves the correctness of 
that statement. The testimony be- 
fore the Russell committee is that 
the joint chiefs of staff and the 
State Department did not hold to 
that view then,

only secondary roads are waiting to receive 
them. 
Ohio is going to make a very poor im- 


pression on the nations' motorists 
who are 


dumped off on horse and buggy roads after 
crossing the neighbor state on its famous thor- 
oughtaie 


The governor and the commission will be do- 


ing Ohio a service if they get down to work 
Oluoans have shown that they want the turn- 
pike. All the preparatory steps have been taken. 
It is now time to be turning some dirt—and we 
moan the geological kind, not the political kind. 


Charity With Few Strings 


Most Americans endorse the action which Con- 


gress finally has taken to provide grain (or starv- 
ing India with only a few moderate strings at- 
tached. It goes as a loan to be repaid in money 
or materials over a long period, and on most fa- 
vorable terms. 


The relief, although needed this moment has 


been held up for many weeks because of the 
objections of some who do not like India's politi- 
cal ttcnds. To most Americans, however, poli- 
tics does not figure very large when thousands 
are dving for lack of food. 


India, one of the world's oldest civili/.alions> 


still is one of its youngest independent nations. 
Tt is iust getting its feet on the ground. 
Tn its 


swaddling stage it has played around with Mos- 
cow and has been an easy dupe for Red propa- 
ganda. 
It must change its ways if it is to be 


accepted as a friend of the real democracies 


The fact remains that a starving man or a 


starving nation will accept help without being 
too critical of the source from which it comes. 
Russia has been liberal, as usu.jl, with its prom- 
ises of help backed up with token performance. 
It may be that this very substantial aid from 
America will be influential in bringing a closer 
understanding between two nations. 


Regardless of all this surmise, one main fact 


remains. 
That is that people of India now 


dying of hunger will live. 
To most Americans, 


that is justification for the action of Congress. 


That dapper, bantam-weight mu- 


sician's leader, James Caesar Pe- 
trillo, pace-maker for the nation's 
entertainment world, has fought 
with everybody from a Chicago 
Zoo monkey down to Bemto Mus- 
solini. He lost only one fight — to 
the monkey. 


That was when, as a Chicago 


p a r k 
commissioner, 
Petrillo 


learned that the city was spending 
large sums to supply the primates 
with fresh eggs. Failing to con- 
vince the zoo's experts that the 
creature could be talked into eat- 
ing powdered eggs, he went out to 
the cages tjimself. The powdered 
stuff was slipped through the bars. 
The monks took one whiff 'and 
hurled it back at Jimmie He re- 
treated swiftly, murmuring some- 
thing about sticking to his own 
field. 


That he's done, strictly. And to- 


day, 
as a pure bread and butter 


kind of labor leader, he sneers at 
the messiahs in the field He is a 
union 
businessman, 
American 


style, loves free enterprise an8 has 
just won his greatest fight. All this 
was apparent when he talked to 
the 1,143 musical delegates at the 
American Federation of Musicians' 
54th annual convention here this 
week. 


THERE WAS little discussion of 


world problems. Petrillo will tell 
you he wants no labor government 
— nor any paternalism from Wash- 
ington, although the White House 
tenant today holds a life - tune, 
dues - paid membership in his un- 
ion. Petrillo talked jobs to his peo- 
ple — and said he wanted only 
what his union could get for them 
without crippling or dictating to an 
employer 


And he told it to his cheering 


followers 
in 
h i s characteristic 


bread and butter jargon. 


"We meet here in the Hotel Com- 


modore. All right. Suppose v,e go 
to the managci and say, let's look 
at your books. He's got six wed- 
dings arid two banquets this week. 
Then we say, that's what he's got 
to guarantee us musicians every 
week, music jobs at six weddings 
and two banquets. So the next week 
he's got only four weddings. What 
do we do then, insist that he go 
out and find two guys who must 
get married? Nonsense. We can't 
force employment. We can't dic- 
tate." 


But Jimmie knows what he can 


do — and he does it with the kind 
of leadership which has made him 
the toughest and the highest paid 
union chief inside labor ($76,000 a 
year). He has just set up what will 
soon enough to bo the 
world's 


greatest welfare fund — greater 
even than John Lewis'. And it will 
revive America's dying musical 
culture, while it keeps musicians 
and their families alive. 


It was little noticed byi outsiders. 


But his followers cheered when he 
told them that after keeping music 
from television for nine years, he 
had, 
during the past season, set 


the precedent for taxing all music 


which ever wil1 be telecast any- 
where. This wiii be a 5 per cent 
tax. It will bring hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars eventually, the ex- 
perts predict. Here's how it will 
wor-k. 


Shortly, 
all entertainment TV 


broadcasts (the bulk of all telecast 
time) will come from motion pic- 
ture Jilm. Now suppose, as Petril- 
lo explained it to us, Jack Benny 
records his show on film on a Mon- 
day for broadcast the following 
Sunday night. 


That may cost some $25,000. A 


5 per cent tax is put on the film 
by the musicians' union central 
welfare fund. This throws $1,250 
into the kitty. Suppose the Benny 
film is sold again to a smaller sta- 
tion for telecast a week later than 
the first showing This time it 
brings Benny $20.000. Another 5 per 
cent tax is levied by the fund. This 
puts another $1,000 into the kitty. 
And ,so on 


"We don't let go of the film un- 


til it can't be sold any more," Pe- 
trillo told his people. 


PRECEDENT for all this is in a 


contract with several movie pro- 
ducers. And then there is a con- 
tract with Republic Pictures, which 
not only gives the tax on new vi- 
deo films, but directs the company 
to rip the music sound track out of 
old films 


Then the same musical score or 


a freshened one is replayed and 
dubbed in on these old pictures by 
new musicians. Only then can it 
be shown on TV. AH these millions 
go into a musical performance 
tund, controlled by a trustee, ap- 
pointed by the employers. It is he 
who decides how it shall be used 
— for concerts, opera companies, 
jam sessions or entertainment of 
troops. But whatever it is, it will 
provide jobs forever for the unem- 
ployed players. 


Tough t,ix? Certainly. Petrillo 


admits it. But he swiftly points out 
that soon his musicidiis may be 
completely wiped out of live radio 
and TV jobs by film, just as the 
talkies killed the orchesjtra 
pit

TheMistakes At Yalta 


In their questions on Yalta, the 


senators, as well as Acheson in his 
answers, seem to consider the Yal- 
ta concessions in Asia as a thing 
apart. 


They aie not consideied in their 


relation to the situation m Europe 
when the Yalta conference was 
held early in 1945. But properly to 
judge the price paid by Roosevelt 
and Churchill for Russia's promise 
to fight Japan. We must consider 
all fronts in the war then drawing 
to a close. 


In doing so, it is fair to assume 


that Roosevelt was equipped at 
•the time with 
full 
information 


about the status of our prospects 
on all fronts. For he had with him 
a large group of experts. Thus, we 
are not now taking advantage of 
hindsight. 


ACHESON GAVE the usual ex- 


cuses for our concessions to Russia 
in Asia. He says that we were 
faced with the prospect of a fear- 
fully bloody invasion of the main- 
land of Japan. 


He no doubt would also say, if 


he has not done so already, that 
Russia's entry into the war with 
Japan would have prevented the 
Japanese from using their Manchu- 
ria n forces in defending the main- 
land. That argment was, in fact, 
used by administration spokesmen 
in 1945. 


It is interesting to note that in 


1945 people close to the state and 
war departments said that we did 
not want the Russians to attack 
sooner than Yalta, because the 
Japanese could have beaten the 
Russian Siberian 
forces, 
which 


were handicapped by the difficul- 
ty of supplying a war through the 
Trans-Siberian 
Railway. T h a t 


weakness is exactly what Mac- 
Arthur is now puirrting out. 


When the Yalta conference was 


held, Japan was already on its 
last legs, MacArthur had taken 
Manila and our fleet was attacking 
Tokyo. Our intelligence knew that 
the blockade virtually had reduced 
Japan to impotence Our intelli- 
gence, according to what has been 
revealed since, knew that Japan 
was willing and anxious to end the 
war 


Six or eight months of attack 


lay before us before the invasion 
of Japan would have been neces-

sary. It would have been a fair 
risk for Roosevelt to take to refuse 
any gifts to Russia m Asia as a 
price for entering the war. We did 
not need Russia's help then. 


MORE IMPORTANT, however, 


was the situation m Europe and 
what we gave at Yalta and later. 
We had a great conquering army 
there moving relcntlessy eastward. 
We could have taken Berlin, Vien- 
na and Prague and have held them 
as long as we chose. Even had we 
known then of the Soviet's cynical 
intentions, we could' have 
held 


great outposts against its threats. 


Instead, we acted with almost 


fearsome generosity 
and 
ended 


with a surrender not only of East 
Berlin but of the area around Ber- 
lin. We put a checkrein on Fatten 
and surrendered Czechoslovakia, 


i the 
kev to east-central Europe. 


Then we withdrew and demobil- 
ized our European armv. 


It is difficult for the senators 


who must deal with one place at 
a time against the wily evasion of 
Acheson to get the whole 1945 pic- 
ture in perspective. That will be 
done later, no doubt, in Senate 
debate. 


At the moment, the volume of 


the record of the hearings pre- 
cludes any such picture reaching 
the public. But it is well for the 
public to see the enormity of the 
Yalta mistakes in full. 
> 


The conclusion must be that it 


was not military necessity that 
misled Roosevelt, Marshall 
and 


Acheson into their concessions to 
the Soviet. It was a bland belief 
that communism held no serious 
threat to world peace.

Overcome Limits, of Size.

AREBACK stunt riding is a hazardous 


specialty at any time. When the rider 


is a midget it can be doubly dangerous. 
Anticipating possible falls from the heav- 
ing back of a horse, 40-inch-tall, 41-pound 
Cucciola spent many bruising years learn- 
ing to be a bettcr-than-average acrobat 
as well as a skilled rider. 


As a youngster in Italy, Cucciola worked 


himself into an act with his cousins, the 
famous bareback riding Zoppe family. In 
the mornings, and after school, he would 
practice on the big horses. When the 
troupe came to America to appear in the 
Rmgling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
circus, Cucciola was already a star. On his 
own small horse, the 20-year-old midget 
now can out-stunt the best ol them. To 
somersault off his mount, to do a head- 
stand while the animal is trotting, to use 
the horse's back as a stunting platform, 
Cucciola has had to develop a keen sense 
ol balance, muscular co-ordination and 
unusual strength. 


When performing with the troupe, the 


mighty mite usually becomes the pinnacle 
of a human pyramid formed atop horses 
careening crazily around the ring. A slip 
could mean a bad fall as Cucciola swivels 
on a. high perch held aloft by Alberto 
Zoppe, his cousin, but the little man works 
quickly and surely, confident of his ability. 


Because of his slight build and unusual 


dexterity, the midget rough rider is able 
to literally fly above the ring. Aided by a 
rope attached to his waist and manipulated 
through an overhead pulley by Zoppe, 
Cucciola does "impossible" ground-to-big- 
horse tricks. Sometimes he misses and 
whizzes over the horse's head, sometimes 
the rope winds him around a pole and 
sometimes Cucciola slams into the-mount. 
So far, he's always come up smiling.

COLUMBUS, June 8 Iff)—Secre- 


tary of Interior Oscar Chapman 
says the Truman administration's 
stand against Communist aggres- 
sion is "remarkably consistent and 
remarkably successful". 


"It includes the great European 


recovery program, the plan for aid 
to Greece and Turkey, the amazing 
Berlin airlift and the firm stand 
taken in Korea," he said in an 
address here. 


And he termed Ohio a key state 


in a great new potential industry- 
oil products from coal—to help 
keep the nation strong for war or 
peace. 


Chapman spoke at the annual 


Jefferson-Jackson Day banquet of 
Ohio Democrats. He took the place 
of Vice-president Alben W. Bark- 
ley as main speaker. Barkley tel- 
egraphed regrets from a Washing- 
ton hospital where he underwent 
treatment lor an eye ailment. 


Governor and Mrs. Frank 
J. 


Lausche and 30 other state party 
officials, their wives and guests 
sat at the flower and fern-decked 
speakers' table. Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor George D. Nye was toast- 
master. Co-chairman were Nation- 
al Committeeman Albert A. Horst- 
man of Dayton and Eugene H. Han- 
hart of Dover. 


More than 3,000 of the party 


faithful paid $25 a plate to attend. 
Most of the money went into the 
Democratic campaign coffers. 


Absent was State Auditor Joseph 


T. Ferguson. Friends said he was 
out of town. Ferguson was the 
unsuccessful party candidate for 
U.S. senator last year. 


Chapman said '.he United "States 


has perfected a process for extrac- 
ting liquid fuels and

Then he outlined this pic- 
ture of Ohio's potential in a promi- 
sing new industry: 


The state has 12 suitable general 


areas for lynthetio liquid

plants. They are in eastern and 
southeastern Ohio, but jpecific lo- 
cations were not giv«n. 


The 12 areas have known recov- 


erable coal totaling 4,700,000,009 
tons. That represents a iiquid fuels 
reserve of 12,200,000,000 barrels of 
finished products, chiefly gasoline. 


This oil could be produced at any 


rate up to 834,000 barrels a day, 
•with 40 years' coal supply for each 
plant. In 1948, 
Ohio consumed 


about 46,000,000 barrels a day. 


Chapman said his Ohio figures 


were conservative, and added: 


"So we have, \n effect, an en- 


tirely new resource of the greatest 
economic and industrial impor- 
tance, right her* in Ohio, ready to 
be ujed whenever the

needs to use it."

LISBON, June 8 (Special) — 


Acquisition and use of liquid 
fuel is inseparably tied in with 
world 
politics and 
economies, 


making the story of petroleum a 
world story, according to J. L. 
Marsh of Youngstown. 


Executive secretary for the Pe- 


troleum Industry Committee of 
Ohio, he spoke at the Kiwanis
